They left the 
place aad walked a short distance to- 
ward the public square. Then Carrol! 
proceeded aioae and thinking the af- 
fair was at an end, the few .persons 
who had followed them into the street 
re-entered the Elk. A fe-ft- minutes 
later, they heard Carroll, who was ont 


in front,, cry out that he had been 
stabbed.

Deikman Arrested. 


Policeman Armstrong had heard the 


two men quarreling •while he "was eat- 
ing Ms midnight luaeh. in the Elk 
restaurant and was near the scene 
when the stabbing occurred in front 
of the meat market. 
Carroll stagger- 


ed toward the entrance to the Elk and 
was caught in the arms o£ the police- 
man as he was about to fall upon the 
sidewalk. Deikman stood for a mo- 
ment near the entrance 
and then 


entered the restaurant and had reach- 
ed the rear of the place -*-hen officer 
Armstrong left the wounded man on 
the sidewalk in front and overtook 
Mai and placed aim under arrest.

When arrested, Deikiaan denied any 


knowledge of the 
stabbing, bat 
a 


stranger, who %vas in the crowd and 
whose name could not be ascertained, 
declared tliat he saw the prisoner take 
the knife out of his pocket and open 
it. The injured man was removed to 
the city hospital in Grosiean's ambu- 
lance. When his wound was examined 
by the physicians v.-ho were summoned, 
it,was found that the knife blade had 
been plunged into his body half an 
inch below and about three 'fourths of 
an inch to the right of the heart. The

probably two or two and a half inches 
deep, aad it bled very profusely. Car- 
roll became very weak from the loss 
of blood and believed that he was 
going to die, but the physicians suc- 
ceeded in checking the hemorrhages 
and gave the patient considerable en- 
couragement.

knife that was found in the spittoon 
at the Elk has a small blade about 3 
inches long.

The ac- 
cident occurred at a point about two 
miles east of the city am! though 
several different stories have been told 
concerning it, the one told by a man 
who was valhing along the tracks and 
witnessed . t is doubtless the most re- 
liable. 


About 4:30 o'clock Grosjean's ambu- 


lance was called out by a telephone 
message which announced that a mail 
had fallen off of a P. -t. W. & C. 
train and had his face and 
head 


crushed. The message also stated 
that the man tvas believed to l_>e cleacl, 
as he was lying beside the track with 
his face covered -with blood and seem- 
ed to have ceased breathing. All of 
Mr. Grosjean's teams were in servkrs 
at the funeral, but Mr. Eckert. his as- 
sistant, quickly secured a team from 
I. N. Pangle's barn and promptly res- 
ponded to the call, driving 
to 
the 


scene of the accident as rapidly as 
possible. Several men and boys hud 
collected about the prostrate form of 
the tramp and when some one remark- 
ed. "Here comes the ambulance" the 
"dead'' man suddenly regained life 
and vigor. He scrambled to his feet, 
started eastward upon one of 
the 


tracks as if nothing had happened, 
though his face was so bloody and so 
badly disrlguretl that he could barely 
see. 
Mr. Eckhart hurried after him 


hoping to learn something of the ac- 
cident, and upon being questioned the 
tramp declared that the brakeman liac! 
knocked aim o£f of the caboose by 
striking hii> across the nose with a 
stove poker. The fellow's nose was 
badly cut and bruised, he had a couple 
of teeth knocked out and his face was 
lacerated and bleeding us a result Of 
his falling upon the stone ballast be- 
side the track, when he dropped off of 
the caboose but notwithstanding his 
deplorable condition he did not forget 
his profession. "Say." he said to Mr. 
Eckert. "you look like a purty good 
feller, give me fifteen cents to buy 
some gi-ub with." 


Mr. Eckert liad already contracted 


an expense of ?2 for a team to go after 
the injured tramp with and he declined 
to be euchered out of an extra sum, 
just because the tramp complimented 
him by saying he looked like a "good 
fellow." He did however offer to haul 
the man to the city and have his 
wounds dressed, but Mr. Hobo de- 
clined the offer, saying he wasn't "hurt 
much." 


The man who witnessed the acci- 


dent says that the tramp was on the 
rear steps of the caboose and the 
brakeman requested rim to unload. He 
refused to do so and the brakeman 
threw his hat off. The tramp turned 
to see the hat fall and losing Ills bal- 
ance, fell after it.
